In a subsequent winter, when there was 
much distress in Kingston, the Y.M.C.A. 
were requested to undertake the administra- 
tion of the relief funds. At the instigation 
of John Paton they accepted this onerous 
work, and accomplished it to the satisfaction 
of the townspeople, and at the least possible 
expense ; and the credit was principally due 
to him. 

Loving youth as he did, John Paton per- 
suaded the Y.M.C.A. to undertake a mission 
or Ragged Sunday School, and fervent Chris- 
tian young fellows threw themselves into 
this work ; alas! it was too great a success 
and eventuated in failure. Within three 
months a loud complaint came from the 
regular schools that the Y.M.C.A. were 
taking away scholars and teachers, and so 
this effort had to be given up.

It 
was evident that the Hambarg friends joy- 
fully and with the best hope for the 
success of the Conference entered into their 
work. A number of important points were 
discussed and settled to general satisfaction. 

In the evening a meeting was held in the 
Conference Hall, 39, Pferdemerkt, adjoining 
the premises of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. All the pastors of the city and 
a select number of friends, representing the 
different religious bodies and institutions, 
had been invited. The object of the 
meeting was to interest a larger circle of 
people for the International Conference. The 
Rev. J}. Aston, chairman of the Hamburg 
Branch, opened the meeting: He said that

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THE LAW AND THE DECLARATION. 


The Bill of Rights was passed im the fret year of 
the reign of William and Mary, 1689, and was entitled 
“An Act for declaring the rights and liberties of the 
subject and settling the succession to the Crown.” 
This Bal of Rights is a fundamental law of the Con- 
stitution. It sets out at large the manner in which 
constitutional rights had been infringed by James II. 
and then reaffirmed the Rights and Liberties of the 
Subjects in the following terms »-- 


1. That the pretended power of suspending laws, 


or the execution of laws, by Royal authority, | 


without consent of Parhament, 1s illegal. 

2. That the pretended power of dispensing with 
laws, or the execution of laws, by regal 
authority, without coment of Parliament, as 
it hath been assumed and cxercised of late, 
ts illegal. 

3 That the commission for erecting the late Court 
of Commmissioners for Ecclesiastical Causes, 


and all other commissions or courts of like | 


nature, are illegal and pernicious. 

4 That levying money for or to the use of the 
Crown, by pretence of prerogative, withoot 
grant of Parliament, for longer time, or in 
any other manner than the same is or shall 
be granted, is illegal. 

5. It is the right of the subjects to petition the King, 


and all commitments and prosecutions for | 


such petitioning are illegal. 
4. That the raising or keeping a standing army 
within the kingdom in time of peace, unless 


it be with the consent of Parliament, is 


agains! law. 

7. That the subjects who are Protestants, may have 
arms for their defence suitable to their condi- 
tions, and as allowed by law. 

&%. That election of members of Parliament ought to 
be free. 

«~. That the freedom of speech and debates, or pro- 

_ ceedings in Parliament, ought not to be im- 
peached or questioned in any court or place 
out of Parliament. 

ta. That excessive bail ought not to be required, nor 
excessive finessmposed, nor crucl or unusual 
punishments inflicted. 


THE SUCCESSION To THE CROWN. 


The Act deals with the question of the succession 
to the Throne in Sections IX., X., and X1., and incor- 
porates the Declaration as follows :— 


1X.— And whereas it hath beew found by cxpericnce 
that it is inconsistent with the safety and wel- 
fare of this Protestant kingdom to be governed 
by a Popish Prince or by any King or Oucen 
marrying « Papist, the said Lords spiritual 
and temporal and Commons do pray that it

mentioned in the statute made in the thir- 
teenth year of King Charles the Second, 
intituled, An Act for the more cfftctual fre- 
serving the King’s person and government by 
disabling papists from sitting in cither house 
of partament. But if it shall happen, that 
such King or Queen, upon his or her succes- 
sion to the Crown of this realm, shall be 
under the age of twelve years, then every 
such King or Queen shall make, subscribe, 
and audibly repeat the said declaration, at his 
or her coronation, or the first day of the 
meeting of the first Parliament aforesaid, 
which shall first happen, after such King or 
Queen shall have attained the age of twelve 
years. 


XI.—All which their Majesties are contented and 


pleased shall be declared, enacted, and’estab- 
lished by authority of this present Parliament, 
and shall stand, remain, and be the law of 
this realm for ever; and the same are by 
their said Majesties, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords. Spiritual and
